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CSULB PROFESSOR TO STUDY CALIFORNIAS KELP FORESTS 


Steven Manley will 
study radioactive 
contamination in 
kelp forests on the 
west coast.

Cal State Long Beach biology 
professor Steven L. Manley will 
be venturing into uncharted waters 
when he and a colleague begin their 
study to determine the severity of 
radioactive contamination on Cali- 
fornia’s kelp forests. 

Manley will work with Kai Vetter, 
the head of the applied nuclear phys- 
ics program at the Lawrence Berke- 
ley National Laboratory, to examine 
kelp that is likely~contaminated-by 
radiation from Japan’s Fukushima 
nuclear power plant. The project has 
been named “Kelp Watch 2014.” 

According to the Journal of Clini- 
cal Biochemistry and Nutrition, a 
large amount of radiation was re- 
leased from the Fukushima power 
plant in 2011 after a large earth-

Manley said part of his idea to 


ter he co-published a paper on the 
concentration of radioactive iodine 


He found that radioactive iodine 
had travelled from the Fukushima 


power plant and concentrated itself 
in kelp forests, Manley said. 

“After the initial paper was pub- 
lished .,. I would get calls from con- 
cerned citizens ... asking if it was 
safe to go into the kelp beds,” he 
said. 

Manley said he told most call- 
ers that the radioactive iodine had a 


very short half-life, the time it takes © 


for a radioactive substance to lose 
half its radioactivity, and that most 
of it had already decayed. 

Instead of focusing his work on 
radioactive iodine alone, Manley 
said he wanted to study other radio- 
active contaminants that travelled 
from Japan to California through the 
Pacific Ocean. 

“Ocean currents are very slow,” 
Manley said. “Most of the radioac- 
tivity released from damaged reac- 
tor went into the ocean.” 

Manley said he expects the radio- 
active isotopes to arrive along Cali- 
fornia’s coastline sometime in 2014. 
He said he sought out Vetter when 
he- realized that more advanced in- 


“strumentation was needed to moni- 


tor the kelp. 

Manley said many people became 
excited when he started talking 
about “Kelp Watch 2014.”

If Cal State Long Beach alumnus 
Alexander Santamaria had not won the 
2013 CSULB Innovation Challenge, 
his new textbook app would still be a 
dream in the making. : 

Santamaria earned first place in the 
online innovation competition with his 
app “Textbookhouse”, which allows 
students to sell textbooks to other stu- 
dents enrolled at the same school. 

The distinction brought with it a 
$10,000 prize in seed funding, an office 
space and marketing services to devel- 
op his app, according to the Innovation 
Challenge website. 

“The app is considered a market dis- 
ruptor,” Santamaria said. “It empowers 
the students to become their bookstore 
and dictate the price or trade and use 
other books as collateral.” 

Santamaria first launched Textbook- 
house as a website in 2009 but convert- 
ed it to an app to make it more acces- 
sible. It is now available in the Apple 
App Store and has 80 registered users, 


Santamaria said. , 

Santamaria, who graduated from 
CSULB in 2013, said he got the idea 
for the app while attending San Diego 
Mesa College in 2009. : 

He struggled financially while at- 
tending San Diego Mesa and Univer- 
sity of California, San Diego. He had 
a hard time purchasing books, which 
prompted his idea. 

“You can rent, but that doesn’t save 
you much money,” he said. “It’s the 
overall frustration of acquiring text- 
books.” 

Some students, like junior health 
science major Helen Morris, said they 
agreed that textbooks are too expensive 
and that the app may be an option to 
help them save money. 

“The book prices at the [University 
Bookstore] are too high,” Morris said. 
“TThe app] is a good idea because it 
gives another alternative to save money 
besides Amazon and eBay.” 

Sophomore history major Edgar 
O’Brien said he is excited about the 
app, but it will need a lot students to 
make accounts on the app for it to be 
effective. 

“It’s a great idea, but I think it'll 
only work if a lot of students from the 
school sign up,’ O’Brien said. “It'll be 
awesome if this app takes off.” 

Before launching the app, Santama- 
ria said he conducted beta testing at 
Santa Clara University to determine 
the app’s integrity. 

He said, though, that without the 
CSULB Innovation Challenge, the app 
would not have been completed so soon. 

“T would have done it eventually but 


not as quickly,” he said. 

Before winning in 2013, Santama- 
ria also placed second in the 2012 
Innovation Challenge for the same 
app. 

The Innovation Challenge allows 
CSULB students to showcase their 
ideas in front of experienced business 
professionals said Barbara Barcon, a 
College of Engineering advisory coun- 
cilmember. 

“The Innovation Challenge] is for 
any student or any participator as long 
as someone on their team is a CSULB 
student,” Barcon said. “The challenge 
allows the teams to be exposed to our 
mentors.” 

These mentors, Barcon said, typi- 
cally have their own successful busi- 
ness or have owned a business, and they 
advise each participating team on how 
to run a business, whether or not that 
team wins. 

Barcon said Santamaria took the judge 
panel’s advice at the 2012 Innovation 
Challenge and used that advice to win 
first prize in the 2013 Innovation Chal- 
lenge. 

“[The Innovation Challenge] shows 
the creativity of the students,” Barcon 
said. “You never know what ideas will 
come up. You don’t know where the 
next big idea will come from; it can be 
from Long Beach.” 

Textbookhouse is currently avail- 
able on IOS only but will be made 
available on Android as soon as fund- 
ing is available, according to Sant- 
amaria. 

The fourth annual Innovation Chal- 
lenge is scheduled for April. 
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CSU sees increase in applications

The 23-campus Cal State Univer- 
sity system has seen a significant rise 
in first-time freshmen and transfer ap- 
plications in recent years. 

Although total application numbers 
are up, Gov. Jerry Brown’s recent bud- 
get proposal may stop the CSU from ad- 
mitting the 20,000 extra students it had 
originally hoped to enroll, CSU Spokes- 
man Mike Uhlenkamp said. 

As part of his four-year funding plan, 
Gov. Jerry Brown proposed to increase 
CSU funding by $142.2 million for the 
2014-15 academic year, which is $95.4 
million short of the $237.6 million that 
the CSU Board of Trustees asked for in 
November. 

Uhlenkamp said the decrease could 
prompt the CSU to reconsider its goal 
of adding 20,000 more students.

across the CSU system rose by 2.8 
percent from fall 2013 to fall 2014, a 
smaller increase than the 8.5 percent 
jump between fall 2012 and fall 2013, 
according to the CSU website. 

“Tt is an incremental increase [in appli- 
cations for fall 2014],” Uhlenkamp said. 

Uhlenkamp said the larger increase 
between fall 2012 and fall 2013 was 
generated because 13 CSU campus- 
es, including Cal State Long Beach, 
stopped accepting applications in the 
spring 2013 semester. 

The CSU campuses, stopped accept- 
ing applications for the semester be- 
cause of budget cuts and the possibility 
of a $250 million trigger cut that lin- 
gered over the CSU. 

Because Proposition 30 passed in 
November 2012, though, the $250 mil- 
lion trigger cut did not occur. 

Uhlenkamp said that as a result, other 
students who would applied in spring 
2013 pushed their applications back to 
fall 2013, resulting in the 8.5 percent 
increase. 

He also said that fall 2014 saw a small- 


er increase in transfer applications than 
fall 2013. According to data provided by 
the CSU, fall 2014 transfer applications 
rose by only 0.2 percent from fall 2013. 


Fall 2012 to fall 2013, on the other. 


hand, saw a 21.2 percent increase in 
transfer applications. 

Community college students who 
applied to the other 10 CSU campuses, 
which accepted applications in spring 
2013, were required to have an Associate 
Degree for Transfer. Under Senate Bill 
1440, any community college student 
with an Associate Degree for Transfer is 
guaranteed admission to a CSU. 

According to the CSU website, appli- 
cations, for.the. 10 CSU campuses were 
mostly limited to those who had an As- 
sociate Degree for Transfer. 

Although six CSU campuses saw a 
decrease in the number of applications 
for first-time freshmen in fall 2014, 
CSULB still saw a 1.2 percent increase. 

CSULB was also one of 11 CSU cam- 
puses that saw an increase in the num- 
ber of transfer applications in fall 2014, 
according to CSU data.

excited,” he said. “At present count, 
we have about 32 [sample] sites along 
the California coastline [with] two in 
Baja, Calif., two in Alaska [and] one 
in Washington.” . 

Manley said that two of the radio- 
active isotopes he hopes to study are 
cesium-134 and cesium-137. He added 
that the both isotopes have half-lives 
of more than two years. 

Manley said the first sample of 
kelp will be taken in March but that 
it could be more than a year before all 
the kelp samples are collected. 

“Each sample is 15 pounds of wet 


kelp,’ Manley said. “That material 
has to be dried and pulverized.” 

He said that it takes 24 hours to 
analyze each kelp sample. 

Manley said he decided to study 
kelp rather than other types of sea life 
because of its unique properties. 

“Kelp has the ability to suck things 
out of the water and concentrate it in 
its tissue,” he said. “Detecting [ra- 
dioactive contamination] in kelp is 
easy.” 

Manley said he also hopes to 
launch a website for the public that 
will keep them up-to-date with his 
findings throughout the study. 

“T think we’ll see it in the kelp tis- 
sue in low amounts,” he said. “We'll 
probably see it increase over time.” 
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CSULB professor publishes a book on presidential speechwriting

The narrative reflects 
on time spent with 
former Presidents 
Gerald Ford and 
George H.W. Bush. 


In high school, Cal State Long 
Beach communication studies profes- 
sor Craig R. Smith had to choose 
between enrolling in an all-girl choir 
or debate class. His choice of the lat- 
ter led him to become a presidential 
speechwriter. 

In his latest book, “Confessions of 
a Presidential Speechwriter,’” Smith 
shares details about his time work- 
ing in the White House as a closeted 
homosexual and explains how to craft 
effective speeches. 

Smith said his career as a speech- 
writer started when he saw Presi- 
dent Gerald Ford deliver a speech 
at the University of North Carolina, 
where Smith was working as a guest 
lecturer. 

“[President Gerald Ford] was do- 
ing a speech on campus, and it was 
not very good, so I sent a letter to 
the White House,” Smith said. “[The 
letter included] a list of all the things 
the president should have done in the 
speech. As a Republican, I was embar-

rassed by the speech.” 

Smith said his letter to the White 
House also included critiques and 
essential components of competing in 
debate tournaments. His letter later 
prompted a call from the White House, 
asking if he would be interested in 
working as a speechwriter. 


“T talked about his delivery, his 
ideas. I talked about the quality of 
his sources and about adjusting the 
speech to a particular audience,” he 
said. “[The letter] was five pages, and 
it evidently hit the marks.” 

Smith said the work he did 
throughout his time in the White 


House varied from client to client. 
Whereas Ford would give Smith a 
general idea for a speech that he 
would later 
write, President 

George H.W. sh 

would collabo- 

rate with him 

throughout the 
process. 

Smith said his 
fondest memory 
was when Ford 
chose his speech 
out of five others 
for the bicenten- 
nial celebration 
of the Declara- 
tion of Indepen- 
dence. 

Before his 
employment 
in the White 
House, Smith 
also worked for 
CBS News and 
the U.S. Senate 
as the Deputy Director of the National 
Republican Senatorial Campaign Com- 
mittee. : 

He also created a foundation aimed 
to educate others on Ist Amendment 
rights with the help of former New 
York Times publisher Arthur Ochs 
Sulzberger Jr. and Katharine Graham 
from the Washington Post. 

In 1988, Smith moved the founda- 
tion to CSULB, where it’s now known 
as the Center for First Amendment 
Studies:

Smith said the daunting task of for- 
mulating speeches that would address 
the world was eased by experience 
gained through 
past occupa- 
tions. 

“One of the 
great things 
about intercol- 
legiate debate 
is | learned how 
to deal with 
stress,” Smith 
said. “I had also 
been a consul- 
tant for CBS 
News, and there 
was a lot more 
pressure when 
we were doing 
live [conven- 
tions, election 

nights and the 
inaugural cover- 
age] because 
"everything was 
happening in 
the moment, and you have to have an 
answer.” 

After dabbling in various occupa- 
tions, Smith said he plans to continue 
teaching at CSULB for one more year 
before retiring. 

“Even after I retire, I’1l be here some 
semesters to be active and keep my 
mind going,” he said. “I love teaching 
and my students so I can’t imagine not 
doing it.” 

He has also begun writing another 
book titled, “Herod from Hell.”

VOTER INFORMATION 


The Associated Students, Incorporated (ASI) has requested 
that the university's Student Fee Advisory Committee 
conduct a referendum to provide additional support for 
ASI programs and services by increasing the Associated 
Students fee. The amount of the requested fee increase is 
$16 per semester ($12 in the summer) effective fall 2014. 
Additionally, to address inflationary concerns, the ASI is 
requesting the ASI fee be subject to adjustment every three 
years from the date of the referendum’s passage by an amount 
not to exceed the corresponding increase or decrease in the 
Consumer Price Index for the Los Angeles-Riverside-Orange 
County area. All such adjustments would be subject to 
authorization by the Student Fee Advisory Committee, with 
the first adjustment being implemented in fall 2017. The 
fee referendum will be conducted as an online election on 


Wednesday, February 26 and Thursday, February 27, 2014. 


BACKGROUND 


The Associated Students fee has not been increased since 
fall 2000. In the years since then, the cost of operating ASI’s 
various programs and services has increased by over 44% 
with no corresponding increase in the fee amount. In order 
to keep offering programs and services, ASI has had to freeze 
employee wages, refrain from replacing outdated property 
and equipment, postpone the maintenance and upgrade of 
AS|I-operated facilities such as the Isabel Patterson Child 
Development Center and the Soroptimist House, and hold 
off on establishing any new programs or services that students 
have been requesting, such as a 24-hour study center, major 
concerts and, large-scale entertainment programs, and 
additional scholarships. 

With the upcoming increase in the California minimum 
wage and the need to address the deteriorating condition of 
ASI facilities, ASI is faced with the possibility of having to 
decrease the amount of funds awarded to student clubs and 
organizations, discontinue the funding of scholarships, and 
possibly eliminate certain programs or services. 

Due to these challenging financial circumstances, the 
Associated Students, Incorporated is proposing that the 
Student Fee Advisory Committee conduct this referendum, 
allowing students to vote on increasing the Associated 
Students fee. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 


ARGUMENT FORA FEE INCREASE 


*With a $16 fee increase, CSULB will still be among the 
lowest in ASI fees of any public, four-year institution in 
the State of California. 


The $16 fee increase will allow ASI to provide new 
programs and services such as a 24-hour study center, a 
major concert, other large-scale entertainment programs, 
study abroad grants, and/or research grants. 


*ASI has delayed many projects due to a 36% loss of 
buying power since 2001 and thirteen years of inflation. 
This fee will allow ASI to fund many badly needed 
projects. 


*The fee will be adjusted to the Consumer Price Index 
(CPI) every three years, effective 2017 giving ASI 
consistent buying power in spite of inflation. 


The $16 fee increase will prevent further cuts in ASI 
programs and services, such as student organization 
grants, student travel funds, club sports funding, 
scholarships, childcare services, and recycling services.

On July 5, 2011, a concerned 
citizen called the Fullerton Police 
Department and alleged that a local 
transient, Kelly Thomas, was vandal- 
izing vehicles. 

Thomas resisted arrest for an ex- 
tended amount of time and the officers 
argued that excessive force was neces- 
sary, according to an article in the Los 
Angeles Times. 

Thomas is a diagnosed schizo- 
phrenic, which the Fullerton police 
officers may not have known at the 
time even though his behavior during 
the incident should have shown that he 
was mentally unstable. 

On the surveillance tape, Thomas 
was shown eventually complying with 
the officers as he was begging them to 
stop beating him. 

We think the officers in question, 
Manuel Ramos and Jay Cicinelli, 
could have exercised other options 
to restrain Thomas without using the 
repeated, physical force that caused 
him to go into a coma and later die in 
the hospital. 

Ramos and Cicinelli, however, 
were found not guilty of all charges. 
Ramos was acquitted of second-degree 
murder and involuntary manslaughter. 
Cicinelli was also acquitted of invol- 
untary manslaughter and excessive use 
of force. 

While we were not present to see the 
struggle take place between Thomas 
and the officers, we have to question 
whether such excessive force could 
have been avoided. 

Also, since we were not in the 


courtroom during the trial, we cannot 
know how the trials played out. The 
jurors are picked at random and are a 


group of rational individuals. 
This is not justifying the officers’ 
actions during the incident, but we be- 


lieve citizens need to abide by the law 
and should comply with police officers 
when the law requires it. 


Kelly Thomas case should generate debate 


If the officers were given a lesser 
sentence it may have felt like some 
sort of justice was being served, but 
Ramos and Cicinelli’s acquittal on all 
charges makes us lose a little faith in 
the legal system. 

We think officers of the law should be 
held to a higher standard when it comes 
to following the law. 

We don’t think that law enforcement 
overall is corrupt, but the Thomas case 
definitely shakes our beliefs a bit. 

Police officers attend extensive train- 
ing to join the law enforcement. We as- 
sume there has to be a long portion when 
it comes to dealing with uncooperative 
transients. We doubt that the first option 
is beating an unarmed man to the point 
where his face is no longer recognizable. 

Ramos and Cicinelli were not the 
only officers that were involved in the 
incident but were the two officers that 
went into criminal trial. 

Thomas’s family members were 
shocked at the not-guilty verdict, as were 
the hundreds of citizens waiting outside 
the Fullerton courthouse, according to the 
LA Times. 

There is a possibility that civil rights 
laws are vague, especially when concern- 
ing police officers. The Thomas trial, for 
example, saw officers use excessive force, 
which led to the death of a man. With this 
vagueness in mind, is what happened to 
Thomas a civil rights violation? 

This makes us feel as though the law 
doesn’t always serve the greater good. 

In addition, we can’t think of a situa- 
tion where beating a man to death is

Men with authority shoot to kill and receive a slap on the wrist

A homeless man was brutally beaten 
on the streets of Fullerton. Medical re- 
cords showed the man, Kelly Thomas, 
had broken bones throughout his facial 
cavity and eventually choked on his 
own blood, according to an article in 
the LA Times. 

The article stated that Thomas ar- 
rived at the hospital in a comatose state 
and was pulled off of life support five 
days later. The loss of his life resulted 
from an altercation with two members 
of the Fullerton Police Department. 

Last Monday, the Orange County 
jury found the two former officers 


of the Fullerton Police Department, 


Manel Ramos and Jay. Cicinelli, not 


guilty in beating Thomas to death. 

Evidence presented by the defense 
attorneys showed a grainy, black- 
and-white surveillance tape in which 
Thomas initiated the altercation by 
acting increasingly violent towards the 
police officers. 

The jury found this evidence com- 
pelling enough to find the acts of Ra- 
mos and Cicinelli excusable. However, 
the hundreds of citizens protesting 
outside the courthouse with signs stat- 
ing, “Justice for Kelly Thomas,” would 
probably disagree. 

The same video that the defense 
attorney presented showed Thomas 
being brutally beaten while the officers 
taunted Thomas. 


_.. “Now. you see my fists? They-re get-. 
~ting- ready tof**kyou tp,” Rainos said 


in the video. 

Thomas replied with, “Start punch- 
ing, dude.” 

Ramos then slipped on a pair of 
latex gloves and began to beat Thomas’ 
face repeatedly while a group of fel- 
low Fullerton police officers wrestled 
Thomas to the floor. 

Thomas was defenseless on the floor 
as the group of police officers beat him 
with their fists, batons and the butt of a 
stun gun. 

Ramos’ defense attorney, John 
Barnett, told reporters, “These peace 
officers were doing their jobs. They did 
what they were trained to do.” 

A group of armed police officers 
beating a helpless man to death is not 


what peace-officers-do, but the jury 
Scemedtobelieveso. == 

After he died, it was revealed that 
Thomas had also been pre-diagnosed 
with Schizophrenia, a common disease 
found amongst transients. 

The diagnosis may prove as an ex- 
planation for Thomas’ erratic behavior 
towards the police officers. 

This sentencing harps closely to the 
George Zimmerman case from July 
2013. 

In this incident, though, Zimmer- 
man was an armed man that shot and 
killed a young, black man, named 
Trayvon Martin. That jury acquitted 
Zimmerman of all charges. 

As cases such as these continue to 
come forward, I can’t help but lose 
faith in the justice system. 


~~ There are men with guns who kill 


roaming free, while the dead and 
defenseless are left buried under a pile 
of injustice. 

From possibly the most infamous 
police brutality case in 1991 with 
Rodney King and the ongoing inci- 
dents today, there seems to be a lack of 
progress in justice for all. 

As we see violence running amuck 
amongst those with authority and 
without consequence, are we to allow 
armed officers to have their way with 
us and hope for the best in court? 

If murder is considered excusable, 
will men of authority be given a green 
pass, perpetuating this trend? 

And how many incidents such as 
these are there that aren’t caught on 
tape?

Users must yield the right-of-way to pedestrians on foot at all times. 


Coasting devices may not be used in any manner that places 
pedestrians at risk. 


Speed of the device must not exceed 5 mph and the user must remain 
in control of their coasting devices at all times. Riding coasting 
devices down hills, including the hills at East Campus Drive and West 
Campus Drive is prohibited (see attached map). 


Coasting devices are not vehicles and their use is prohibited on 
roadways, parking lots and in parking structures. 


Use of the devices for acrobatics, racing or other stunts is strictly 
prohibited. Riding on any architectural or landscape features other 
than sidewalks is prohibited. All wheels of the device must be in 
contract with the ground while in use. 


The use of coasting devices is prohibited within any building, any 
covered area and in the designated pedestrian-only zones (see 
attached map). 


Persons using roller skater or rollerblades must remove them before 
entering all university buildings. 


Persons violating these prohibitions may be cited under C.V.C 21113(g) 
regarding local jurisdiction over bicycles, skateboards and roller 
skates.

SM3DW is jam-packed with se- 
cret items, passages and collectables. 
First, you'll notice each level has a set 
of green stars to collect, which can be 
used to gain access to levels later in 
the game. Some are placed in the open 
while others take a little creativity and 
exploration to find. 

Use of secret passages and stra- 
tegic use of various power-ups are 
usually required to obtain these 
sometimes difficult to find items.

49er basketball teams aligning with expectations

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In a way, Saturday’s men’s and 
women’s basketball games against 
Cal Poly were representative of how 
their seasons have gone. 

For the men, a close win was 
marked by inconsistency in the first 
half followed by a strong start and 
just good enough of a finish in the 
second half. For the women, a closely 
contested game with the team to beat 
in the Big West Conference ultimate- 
ly resulted in an overtime loss. 

On the men’s side, winter break’s 
results confirmed what we already 
knew: the team would struggle in 
nonconference play but be better pre- 
pared for conference because of it. 

The 49ers (6-12, 2-2 Big West) may 
not be the best — or even the second 
best — team in the Big West right 
now, but after failing to make the 
NCAA tournament after winning the 
regular season conference champion- 
ship for the third time in four years 
last season, the emphasis isn’t on 
being the best right now. 

What matters are those three days 
in March, when eight of the nine 
Big West teams meet to determine 
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The 49er women have had a couple close games in Big West 
conference play, including Saturday's against Cal Poly. 


who can win three games in a row. If 
Saturday’s win over Cal Poly paints a 
picture of the remainder of the season 
as well, it shows a future in which the 
49ers emerge as the conference tour- 
nament champions despite not being 
favored to win. 

The odds have certainly swung 
in LBSU’s favor since it introduced 
Tyler Lamb and Travis Hammonds, a 
pair of guards who have bolstered the 
49er offense considerably. 


Lamb’s impact has been well- 
documented since he became eligible 
in mid-December. The UCLA transfer 
has scored double-digit point totals 
in seven of eight games and averaged 
16.9 points per game. 

Hammonds’ introduction has been 
a bit more incredible. A freshman 
who enrolled at LBSU just a few 
weeks ago, Hammonds provided 
an immediate spark off the bench 
despite lacking the months of practice 


afforded to the rest of the team. The 
guard has hit a snag lately, though, 
scoring just two points during the 
49ers’ central coast road trip this 
weekend. 

On the women’s side, close results 
have defined conference play thus 
far. The 49ers (10-8, 2-2 Big West) 
have gone into overtime twice in their 
four Big West games. They also lost a 
game at UC Davis by three. 

The conference leaders typically 
emerge by defending their home court 
and picking up as many road wins as 
possible. The 49ers will have a chance 
to prove themselves on the road soon: 
five of their next seven games will be 
in their opponents’ buildings. 

Those games will have a substan- 
tial impact on the 49ers’ seeding in 
the Big West tournament, which will 
carry the same focus for the women 
as it does with the men. 

The 49ers haven’t been to the 
NCAA tournament since 1992, and 
the current squad looks to have as 
good a chance as any Big West under- 
dog to make a run at the big dance. 

There is still a lot of basketball to 
be played before March, but both the 
men’s and women’s teams have the 
pieces to be contenders come confer- 
ence tournament time. At this point 
in the season, that’s all anyone can 
ask for.
